45-Day Closure of the 84’ x 720’ River Lock Chamber 

Repair Lock Gates, Sills, and Anchorages 
 
1.  To All Whom It May Concern:  Notice is given that the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers’ Repair Fleet will close and dewater the  
84’ x 720’ river lock chamber at Maxwell L/D, Monongahela River, 
Mile 61.2, to inspect and repair the lock gates, sills, and 
anchorages.  Work is scheduled to begin at 1:00 A.M. on May 2, 
2005 and be completed by about 11:00 P.M. on June 15, 2005. 
 
2.  The 84’ X 720’ river lock chamber will be closed to 
navigation during this work period.  The 84’ X 720’ land lock 
chamber will remain open to navigation throughout the 45-day 
closure period with only minor delays expected. 
 
3.  General wear and deterioration of the lock gates, gate 
sills, and other underwater operating components make it 
necessary to schedule this work.
